FEEDING PULLETS FOR 
WINTER KHGG PRODUCTION 
(Experimental Farms Note) 


During the late fall and winter 
months as a general rule egg prices 
are very much higher than at any 
other time throughout the year, 
Every poultry raiser should realize, 
therefore, that if he gets good egg 
production then it will pay him well.

Thus, the chief con- 
cern of the poultry keeper should be 
to give the pullets the best possible 
attention in order that they may 
produce to their maximum capacity, 
Pullets should not lay until they are 
mature, and for this reason poultry- 
men should aim to have their young 
stock mature before the cold weather 
begins in the fall. Early hatched 
pullets that start to lay in October 
or November are the ones to keep 
for egg production, It is the early 
hatched and fully matured pullets 
in good healthy condition that will 
produce eggs during the late fall 
and winter months. 

Pullets require careful feeding 
during the fall and winter to secure 
profitable egg production. They rel- 
ish and do better on a variety of 
feeds providing these are palatable. 
Laying pullets should’ be fed a ra- 
tion of scratch grains and mashes, 
meat food, green food, mineral food, 
grit, and drink. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, Alberta, a dry 
mash mixture kept in hoppers con- 
stantly before the flock, is made up 
of equal parts of bran, shorts, bar- 
ley meal, and finely ground oats to 
which is added about twenty per 
cent beef scrap. Milk replaces the 
meat scrap when the flock can have 
access to all they will drink. When 
milk is available only part of the 
time about ten per cent beef scrap 
is added to the ground feed mixture. 
To this mixture is added 3 per cent 
bone meal, about one per cent fine 
table salt, and 2 per cent cod liver 
oll. y 

A home mixed scratch grain con- 
sisting of equal parts of wheat, oats 
and barley is scattered in a deep 
litter of straw in the morning and 
again in the afternoon, a heavier 
feed being given in the afternoon 
than in the morning. This induces 
the birds to exercise. Grit and 
oyster shell are available in the 
hoppers and green feed is supplied 
either by alfalfa leaves or mangles, 
carrots, cabbage, and sprouted oats.

GOOD FIRE 
PROTECTION 


In its report on the Town of 
Bassano the Western ‘Canadian Fire 
Underwriters Association remark on 
the inadequacy of hte town’s fire 
protection system. The water pres- 
sure, says the report, is low, some 
of the fire apparatus is missing, and 
the fire hazard in the main business 
section is great. Altogether, the 
report is very unfavorable. 

This report is woefully inaccurate, 
and may have the effect of inereas- 
ing fire insurance rates, or prevent- 
ing a reduction of the rates now in 
existence. 

When the  association’s inspector 
vigited Bassano it so happened that 
the water pressure really was low 
The town engineer had been making 
some adjustments on the water 
pump, and while he was doing this 


the water supply and the pressure | 


fell far below the normal amount. 
It was at this time the inspector 
made his test. Normally the pres- 
sure is about 86 pounds per square 
inch, and it very seldom faMs far 
below this figure. 

The equipment reported by the in- 
Spector as missing is actually here 
and ready for use, but possibly due 
to hurrying through his work the 
inspector overlooked it. 

The inspector’s report of a great 
fire hazard in the main ‘business sec- 
tion of the town is certainly not 
carrect, Past experience has proven 
tliat Bassano has very efficient fire 
fighting equipment and a very cap- 
able fire brigade. A fire in the 
main business section of the town, 
even in any-of the wooden buildings, 
has little ¢hance of spreading to 
any of the adjoining buildings. 

In past’ years fires have broken 
out in the old Powers jewelry store, 
the Alberta Hotel, the old Torgan 
store, the Gem Theatre, In every 
case the fire brigade’ was promptly 
on the scene and soon had several 
streams of water playing on the fire. 
Also, in every case, the fire was 
prevented from destroying adjoining 
buildings or was extinguished before 
it, destroyed the “building in which 
it started. In wooden frame build- 
ings this could only be possible with 
fipst class fire fighting apparatus and 
4 capable fire brigade. 

The inspector's report is most un- 
fair to the town, It should be

Demonstrate Economy in 
Change of Spark Plugs 

In a unique demonstration at a 
meeting of the Pittsburgh section of 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, 
it was demonstrated that one out of 
every 10 gallons of gasoline was 
wasted when spark plugs are’ sed 
longer than 10,000 miles. An auto- 
mobile engine in which were a set 
of spark plugs that had been used 
10,160 miles, was placed before the 
100 engineers in attendance. The 
engine, with a ‘‘flowmeter” attached 
was put into operation, the flow- 
meter measuring the amount of 
gasoline used at different speeds. 
Then the engine was stopped, new 
spark plugs installed and gasoline 
consumption measured. The same 
demonstration -has previously been 
made many times with an automo- 
‘bile under actual operating condi- 
tions, but the flowmeter test has 
created an unusual degree of inter- 
est among engineers.
